A fire Is a great event in Japan. One 


would think that. Inasmuch as the 
flimsy construction of the Japanese 
houses and their packing together 
make fires of almost daily occurrence— 
in ibe cities, at any rate—fires would 
ha"e lost a portion of their noveltr 
during the ten or fifteen centuries Ja- 
pan has regularly been burning down. 
They have not, though. 
When the fire 


bell begins to toll the whole popula- 
tion goes to the fire. 


1 was Jn a jinrikisua in Yokohama 


or. my way to the railroad station 
wbeu I heard the clangor of a bell. 
and the coolie who wa^ drawing me 
shouted: "Kwaji! 
Kwaji:"—or what 


sounded like that—and displayed strong 
evidences of breaking into n gallop. 


"Sore wa nauigesuka?" 1 inquired po- 


liteiy. remembering from my phrase 
book. "What is that?" 


"Kwaji!" he shouted. "Kwaji:" 
A lid so it fell out that we went to 


the tire—the coolie, the jinrikisha and 
myself—for 1 had no words to stop 
him except a very uncertain "Toruaru:" 
And he did not choose to tomaru. 


Tiie coolie galloped down oue street 


nnJ up another, and in ten minutes 1 
was in the midst of 20,000 people clad 
in every style of Japanese dress, and 
all running backward and forward. 
Not a man walked. 
All ran. .They 


were so interested and excited that I 
thought they must be shareholders In 
the shanties which were burning. 


A man dashed wildly to one end of 


the street elbowing people out of his 
way, stepping on them, pushing against 
them. :md then he stopped, emitted a 
wild screech and dashed back again. 
I say one man did that. In reality a 
thousand did it on each of the four 
suies of the biocK in wntcn the fire j 
was. unconcernedly and in a casual j 
and unhampered manner, demolishing 
some small houses. 


Otber thousands—many of them— 


ran this way a few steps and that way 
a few steps, all hy-ah:-ing. Not a man 
stood still except myself, and 1 soon 
pot away, for the Japanese, frenzied 
with excitement, tvere bumping Into 
n;e fiom all sides. 


Presently the firemen came. 
They 


dashed in from all quarters of the city, 
dragging little hose carts painted red 
and flying white and red flags. 


The hydrants in Yokohama are in

The boy» of the first half of tbe nine- 


teenth century read Indian stortea of 
wbat may now be called the easterly 
•west. The main avenue to tbe con-1 
queat of this same region, later called 
tfte middle west, TVSS r trough, the Ohio 
ralley and the tributaries of that! 
streauf. The stories then* boys read 
were not the fictitious tales their chil- 
dren or grandchildren perused in the j 
latter pare of the same century of the 
red man of the "plains" or the Rocky 
mountains, but real happenings to pio- 
neers passing down "La belle riviere," 
aa the early French settlers called the 
Ohio river, to open up what became 
Kentucky. Ohio, Indiana and other ter- 
ritory in that region. 


As soon as the Revolutionary war 


ended the tide of emigration to these 
state? commenced. From Pittsburgh 
to its confluence with the Mississippi the 
Ohio was dotted with the flatboat of 
the period. 


Hostile Indians Infested the Ohio val- 


ley nnd were fertile in stratagem, as 
all red men hare always been. When 
they took prisoners they would com- 
pel them to act as decoys to emigrants 
on the flatboats. There were also rene- 
gade whites who served the same pur- 
pose. Tbese whites would hail a flat- 
boat and beg the emigrants to take 
them aboard, saying that they had 
been captured by Indians and escaped. 
As soon as tbe boat came into the back- 
waters on the shore, where It' could 
only with difficulty be brought again 
into the current, it would be attacked 
by Indians who had been concealed on 
the shore. In time this strategem be- 
came known to the whites, and they 
would refuse to listen to the decoy's 
pleading. Yet there were times when 
the pleader was sincere and was de- 
nied rescue. 


Other devices were resorted to by 


the Indians to lure the flatboatmen to 
the shore that they might be murdered 
and plundered. Game was plentiful hi 
the forests, nnd the red men would im- 
itate the sounds made by animals or 
birds The wild turkey, which was ob- 
tainable In America till the middle or 
latter part of the nineteenth century, 
w-as a coveted meat by these pioneers, 
and often when the gobble was heard 
the boat would be steered to shore and 
a hunting party sent for the birds.

water. Scouts were sent asbbre on the 
near bank of Salt river while the boat 
moved slowly onward. On the morn- 
ing of the second day of this ascent 
the boat was landed and preparations 
were made for breakfast. 
The gob- 


bling of the v.-lld turkey was heard in 
the woods, and two of the crew went 
ashore with tbeir guns to secure a bird 
or two for tbe meal. 


Now, these persons had seen Indica- 


tions of the presence of Indians and 
knew that the gobbling of the turkey 
was a common decoy with them. But 
not stopping to deliberate they fell 
Into the trap. Scarcely bnd they reach- 
ed the shore when more than a hun- 
dred Indians sprang forward. 


Whoever has seen an Indian painted 


for war,, bis features made savage by 
the colored lines drawn upon them, can 
Imagine the terror Inspired, by the at- 
tack. 
Few persons now living have 


seen this sight,- but those who hav« 
cannot understand how white men dur- 
ing the early history of America cnuld 
take their wives and little children, 
too, to make homes in n country where 
they were liable at any moment to be 
murdered. 


Of the flfttboat party two were on 


shore, the rest still yn the boat, which 
had liecn fastened to a tree by means 
of a chain that had been carried around 
tbe trunk nnd a hook on the end in- 
serted in a link. The object of the In- 
dians -being to secure the emigrant1?, 
the boat nnd its cargo, they made a 
furious attack upon the whole party. 


Every man sprang to his gun. and 


since in all there were a dozen guns 
the Indians, who never wasted life in 
their encounters if they could help It, 
retired behind the trees on the bank. 


Then commenced a steady fire on 


the boat. The Indians were protected 
by the trees, and the return flre from 
the whites availed little or nothing. 
B«?ides the advantage of hiding be- 
hind tree?, the savnges were on higher 
ground. Xow one and now another of 
the pioneers fell, but such was the ne- 


to stand by hi? 


were not heeded 


nnd the wmmded were left to take care 


rnfonnnntely for the whites the bont 


lay with it? bow to tbe shore, and tbe 
salt kettles bad been placed along the 
Fides, leaving air open space through 
which the Indian'; sent A destructive 
fire. The water underneath tbe boot 
was d«oo enough to float her. and ir 
was desirable to dl*cngage the boat' 
from the siiors. Jn which event she i 
would 2oaJ ont into the current and 
beyond tSe reach of the Indians' bnl- 
let?. Bvt If any one went ashore to 
unnook tbe chain he would be droppea 
Immediately. 


Meanwhile the Indians xc-ere plciinn 


off she m^n one by one. Every dm* 
they <iror'»**i * sv*s there arose a 
hideous yell that, with the ioss of thei; 
companion and tbe prospect of death] 
for Jbetnsfive*. fro«e the blood in th« 
pioneers' vein.*. Efforts would bare 
been made to turn the boat so tbs;

gait kettle*, tint any man who attempt- 
ed to ua* an oar for tbe purpose must 
stand «p t» be shot down. 


Solomon Spear* and aereral others 


wer* killed, and it looked aa if tbe 
whol« party would fall before the red 
men. JL. van named Foaset, one of the 
two who had (one aabore. had suffered 
• brokwi arm from a bullet, but had 
retreated to the boat. Not being able 
to hold a rifle, he busied himself by 
trying- to loo«e the chain. Taking .: 
pole, h« lay low la the bow and en- 
deavored to force the hook out of tbe 
link with the pole'a end, but he only 
drore it inward. Finally with a short 
projection cauaed by the cutting of a 
branch from the pole be succeeded iu 
removing tbe hook from' the link. 


What must have been the feelings of 


those who yet lived on the boat to <=ee 
the chain unwound from the tree and 
rattle down the bank into the water! 
Would the eddy have sufficient forre 
to carry the boat out into the current? 
Would the chain retard her sufficiently 
to prevent her moving? One of the 
men sprang to an oar which he could 
work overhead without exposing him- 
self to the enemy's fire and sucoee.led 
In working the boat out into the current. 


For the first time since the fight 


began an hour before those who lived 
could spare a moment to count the 
dead and wounded. Flve of the party 
were killed outright and four wound- 
ed. 
Solomon Spears was mortally 


wounded. He urged the survivors to 
pull the boat to the opposite side of 
the river and fle« for their live*. 


But the current carried them to a 


position farther 
downstream where 


they would again be within range of 
the Indians' rifles. Running down the 
bank, yelling as only savages could 
yell, they again attacked the whites. 
Two of the men who had been spared 
to flght Crepps and Crist, each selling 
a rifle, ascended the bank. The Indians 
fired a volley at them and fell back 
into a ravine, putting a bullet into 
Crepps' side 'nnd crushing CrUt's heel. 
Another man who had followed the 
two into the fight returned to tbe boat 
and reported that he had left his com- 
panions on the shore powerless to get 
away. 


Taking advantage of the retirement 


of the Indians, the few remaining 
aboard the boat pulled her again out 
into the middle of the river. 


With the boat full of dead and 


wounded, with only one or two able to 
man the oars, the chance of escape 
was still email. But fortunately they 
were in the current, and the Indians, 
either satisfied with their work or not 
caring further to eipose themselves, 
permitted them to drift away, and they 
reached a point of safety. 


The settlers, having been roused by 


tbe story of the massacre, went at 
once to the scene of the finnl encounter 
to rescue the two men who had fallen. 
Crepps was found to be mortally 
wounded. He was brought away, but 
died during his removal. Crtsf s efforts 
to save himself weie thrilling. 
Not 


being able to touch hJs wounded heel 
to the ground, he crawled into a 
thicket; but, realizing that the Indians 
would find him there, he took off his 
moccasins, bound them to his knees 
and started to crawl eight miles to a 
salt lick. For three days he had not 
tasted food.

he commenced his tortoise journey- 
while lying near a trail he heard the 
sound of horse's hooK He called for 
help, whereupon the sounds were 
heard going away from him. 
This 


was naturally a bitter disappointment. 
Crist lay where he was, intending to re- 
sume his journey in the morninjr, hop- 
ing against hope that he would retain 
the strength to finish it. 


The horseman who had passed, hear- 


ing a voice in the wood, either from 
fear of an enemy or superstition hur- 
ried on and, riding to a settlement, re- 
ported his experience. The settlers. 
realizing that some white man might 
be needing assistance, formed a posse 
and rode out to where the voice was 
heard. 
There they found Crist ex- 


hausted and brought him In. 


The story of the woman of the party 


is frlven in a few words, and yet it 
must have been a long and harrowinp 
ane. She was carried to Canada and 
ransomed by a trader. 
In this sen- 


tence her story is summarized. What 
she suffered during that long journey 
of hundreds of miles and how her cap- 
tors treated her are among the dread 
stories of that thrllline period. "Taken 
to Canada and ransomed by a trader"— 
there is scarcely enough of it for an 
epitaph on a tombstone. And yet who 
knows but that in some old trunk, In 
a dingy garret, a yellow manuscript 
lies hidden which now and again 
through successive generations some 
descendant of that woman may take 
ont. ppnise nnd put liflfk to hr- rend 
later on by some other of her progeny? 


If Jn the story of these flatboatmen 


we are impressed with their hardi- 
hood one other item arrest's our atten- 
tion. It is that twelve white men nnd 
one white woman defended themselves 
against 120 Indians for an hour, the 
enemy being above them on the bank 
and protected by trees, and thct the 
whites succeeded in loosenins their 
boat and pulling it ont into the stream. 
Later the.ee yame Indians, or a largs 
part of them, were put to flijht by two 
white men.
